THERE (AN BE NO BEAUTY 


WITHOUT CLEANLINESS 


This is the second of our series of articles 
published through the courtesy of The Desert 
Sun and designed to inform the general public 
concerning the rules and regulations governing 
the removal of waste matter and garbage and 
other m atters having to do with the general 
cleanliness, order and health of Palm Springs. 


The words “ Proper Containers" are used in 
all ordinances regulating waste m atter and gar­ 
bage. 
It is, therefore, your duty to supply your­ 
self with one large container suitable for waste 
m atter and another of proper size for care of 
garbage. 


A “proper container” is described as a gal­ 
vanized metal can with handles and cover which 
when full will not be too heavy for one man to lift 
into the truck. 
You should ascertain the regular collection 
days and be sure to have your proper containers 
in the place designated by your collector in time 
for him to pick them up. 
If they have to be 
placed in front of your residence because there 
is no other approach to your property, it would 
help greatly if you-would exercise vigilance in 
bringing them in immediately, as they do not 
beautify any environment. 
After you have fully complied with these re­ 
quirements and then you still find yourself over­ 
looked, it would be time then for you to complain 
to headquarters. 
Do you know that only about 100 of the 800 
persons who have applied for garbage collection 
service have equipped themselves with proper 
containers? Are you one of the 100 or one of the 
700 with faulty containers? 
Your collector has not the time to stop at ev­ 
ery place and pick up all sorts of trash and waste 
m atter piled on the ground that should have 
been properly left in a suitable container for him.

A regular bird and anim al sanc­ 
tuary is the charm ing Ralph A. 
Nesmith hillside home on South 
Palm Canyon Drive, and th eir 
many little feathered and furred 
friends have afforded Mr. and 
Mrs. N esm ith m uch real pleasure. 
The N esm ith's faunal fam ily is 
a large one, composed of several 
hundred quail, 
bluebirds, w ild 
canaries, 
rock 
w rens, 
linnets, 
doves, roadrunners, 
chipm unks, 
squirrels, raccoons, red foxes and 
other creatures of the wild. B e­ 
sides these, there are other oc­ 
casional 
guests 
which 
include 
m ountain sheep, a m ountain lion, 
skunks, coyotes and a raccoon 
or ringtail cat. 
Mr. and Mrs. N esm ith’s hobby 
of harboring wild birds and a n i­ 
mals, although originally started 
on a very m odest scale, has now 
developed into an extensive avo­ 
cation requiring considerable tim e 
and effort. 
The Nesmiths p u r­ 
chase a 100-pound sack of chick­ 
en scratch feed every three w eeks 
for the birds, and The Desert In n 
Hotel saves its old left-over bread, 
rolls and cake w hich the N e­ 
sm iths use in feeding both birds 
and anim als. 
Coyotes 
are 
fed 
canned cat food, and scraps from 
the m eat m arket suffice for th e 
foxes and other occasional carniv- 
erous callers. 


B egan 4 Years Ago 


The Nesm iths began feeding 
the birds and anim als about four 
years ago soon after they had 
moved into their new home on 
j the m ountain side south of C as­ 
' itas del Monte hotel. 
It started 
i when Mrs. Nesmith began feed- 


I ing the chipm unks and quail, 
i Soon other birds and anim als 
joined the fam ily circle. 
1 
The yard of the Nesmith hom e 


is planted to m any trees and 
shrubs, and this dense grow th in 
itself is an attraction to the w ild 
life of the area. A s added a t­ 
tractions Mr. N esm ith has built 
a bird bath in the back yard and 
also a w ater hole. 
This w ater 
hole is very natural looking. The 
end 
of the pipe is 
concealed 
under a rock, and the w ater flows 
out from under this rock and 
trickles down the hillside into the 
small pool on the law n, w here 
the birds and anim als drink. 
A 
lump of rock salt placed on a 
large bounder at the rear of the 
lot serves as the attraction to 
lure 
an 
occasional 
m ountain 
sheep or two to the gam e refuge. 


JENNY W REN 


The birds feed during the d a y ­ 
time, and some of them are so 
tame th at they w ill eat out of 
Mrs. N esm ith’s hand. 
One little 
rock w ren th at lives in their y ard 
the N esm iths have nam ed Jen n y 
Wren. 
The little bird sleeps in 
the garage and m any times Mr. 
Nesmith finds her in his car in 
the m orning when he prepares to 
leave for the office. 
He opens 
the car door, puts his hand in, 
and Jenny W ren hops onto his 
extended index finger. 
In this 
way he removes the little bird 
from his automobile. 
The quail come into the y ard 
in particularly 
large 
num bers, 
frequently well over 100 birds 
will be feeding on th e law n a t 
one 
time. 
Monday 
afternoon 
when this reporter called at th e 
Nesmith home, about 75 large 
quail w ere feeding.

M OUNTAIN SHEEP 


Several tim es rare and beauti­ 
ful m ountain sheep have come in. 
Mrs. N esm ith states that they al­ 
w ays come in pairs, gazing down 
from a high rock on the hillside 
above the house before venturing 
down into the yard. 
W ildlife study is a year-around 
pastime, w hich fact has been a 
boon t the Nesmiths, who m ust 
rem ain in Palm Springs all sum ­ 
m er long due to the natu re of 
Mr. N esm ith’s business. 
He is a 
w ell know n building contractor 
of the village. 
On w arm sum ­ 
m er evenings the Nesm iths sit 
out in their cool back yard and 
watch the little creatures of n a­ 
ture that they love so well. 
D uring the sum m er other an i­ 
mals th at are absent all w inter 
join the Nesmith fam ily circle. 
Foxes and coyotes are am ong the 
sum m er visitors. 
One sum m er a 
desert lynx was quite a regular 
caller and enjoyed the m eals of 
m eat scraps 
fed 
him. 
E ven a 
m ountain lion was a boarder for 
a tim e two sum mers ago. 


DON’T LIKE SK UN K S 


Of course it is inevitable th at 
at times they should have com ­ 
pany very much undesired, for 
instance 
when 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Skunk pays them a social call. 
Mr. Nesmith stated to this re ­ 
porter Monday th a t of all th eir 
guests, he genuinely dislikes Mr. 
and Mrs. Skunk the most. 
Also 
an occasional owl or haw k calls 
at their residence, attracted by 
the m any sm aller birds, w hich 
are their natural food. 
Usually, 
however, there is harm ony in the 
ranks of the Nesmith fam ily cir­ 
cle, the various birds and an i­ 
mals eating and drinking side by 
side w ithout quarreling, seeming 
to respect the rights of others as 
long as they are inside the sanc­ 
tuary. 
Even rattlesnakes, which 
do call at the sanctuary from 
time to tim e in sum m er, seem 
peaceful enough. 
All the an i­ 
mals seem to realize th at they 
are safe as long as they are in ­ 
side the bounds of the N esm tih 
estate. 


NEVER HARM ANIM ALS 


Mrs. Nesmith, 
who has done 
most of the work tam ing the a n i­ 
mals, never kills any wild crea­ 
ture attracted to her sanctuary. 
Even the rattlesnakes are safe. 
Mrs. Nesmith believes th at the 
anim als realize th a t she w ill not 
harm them and th at in retu rn 
they will 
not harm her. 
She 
points to the fact th at on several 
occasions she has nearly stepped 
on a rattlesnake in her yard, but 
she has never been bitten. 
She 
never kills the snakes, only re ­ 
moving them from the yard. 
W hen one sees the cute little 
chipmunks and birds eating u n ­ 
afraid 
from 
the 
palm 
of 
the 
charming Mrs. N esm ith’s hand, 
one 
realizes 
w h at 
happiness, 
peace and tranquility these little 
creatures of the w ild that th ey 
have befriended have brought to 
Mr. and Mrs. N esm ith’s hom e.

Pleads Guilty 


To Manslaughter 


Ferdinand 
Coble, 
22-year-old 
Palm Springs gardener, appeared 
before Superior Judge O. K. M or­ 
ton 
W ednesday, 
and 
pleaded 
guilty to a reduced charge of 
m anslaughter for the fatal shoot­ 
ing of his father, John Coble, on 
Decem ber 26 at their apartm ent 
court here. 
Coble, represented 
by R. L. 
Thompson, 
Riverside 
attorney, 
w ill be sentenced by Judge M or­ 
ton on W ednesday, January 24. 
Counsel agreed that the statutory 
five-day period could be waived. 
Dist. Atty. Earl Redwine had 
first recommended to the court 
th at the charge of m urder as con­ 
tained in the inform ation be re­ 
duced 
to 
m anslaughter. 
The 
youth 
then filed 
the plea of 
guilty. 
In adm itting to the homicide, 
Coble faces a m axim um term in 
state prison for 10 years. 
Prior to his superior court ap ­ 
pearance, Coble was arraigned in 
justice court before Judge R. A. 
Moore and waived prelim inary 
hearing. 
The slaying was first discov­ 
ered w hen Coble appeared at the 
Palm Springs police station and 
calmly told officers he had killed 
his father, John Coble, 55-year- 
old apartm ent manager. 
The m an was killed w ith a .22 
rifle in one of the apartm ents in 
a Palm Springs court 
he w as 
managing, and young Coble had 
declared 
that 
threats 
by 
his 
father had forced him to utilize 
the weapon to protect himself. 
Testim ony to establish the de­ 
gree w ill be heard by Judge M or­ 
ton prior to pronouncem ent of 
sentence.

To avoid double parking and 
long-time parking in the business 
district, 
installation of parking 
m eters has been suggested to the 
police departm ent. 
A. J. A nderson of the R. H. 
Osbrink Mfg. Co. was in Palm 
Springs Sunday, and dem onstrat­ 
ed the five cent parking m eter 
to Chief-of-Police W. H. Bispham, 
w hich provides 30-m inute p ark ­ 
ing for a nickel. 
However, Mr. 
A nderson s t a t e d 
th at penny 
m eters, w hich register one cent 
for each q u arter hour, collect as 
m uch money and are most satis­ 
factory to m otorists, for they do 
not penalize the driver who parks 
only for a short time. 
The tu rn ­ 
over of parkers is m uch greater 
w hen the one cent m eter is used 
he explained. 
He 
stated 
that 
the 
penny 
m eters 
are 
more 
effective 
in 
clearing up congestion, speeding 
up traffic flow, receive m ore ap 
proval 
of 
m otorists, m erchants 
and taxpayers, and bring in more 
revenue, besides m aking parking 
space available m ore frequently, 
which, he said, is the chief reason 
for installing parking meters. 
Mr. A nderson offered to install 
250 m eters in Palm Springs for a 
six m onths trial, giving the city 
50% of all revenue received, and 
50% going to the com pany to a p ­ 
ply on the purchase price of $65 
per meter. 
The revenue 
from 
such m eters in busy cities is from 
20c to 32c per operating day. 
Chief B ispham has one of the 
m eters at the police station, and 
if the m erchants and city officials 
desire a dem onstration, he will 
set a time w hen all can sec jus 
how the contraption operates. In 
the m eantim e, he would be glad 
to hear from m erchants and m o­ 
torists.
